of battle over the platform in last

the last and will1 not bolt as some reports 


have it. They •will continue their organ- 
ization indefinitely and will carry the

. into the assembly districts and will not 
rest until the last vote is polled on elec- 
ion day.

WASHINGTON, July 10.—Secretary 


Root brought from Oyster Bay the case 
of Gen. Jacob H. Smith, tried by court 
martial at Manila, on account of orders 
issued to Major Waller. Gen. Smith 
was found guilty of the charges by the 
court and sentenced to be admonished by 
.he reviewing authority. 
The president 


has so admonished Gen. Smith and retir- 
ed him under' the Jaw which provides 
that officers having reached the age of. 
62 years may; be retired at will by the 
president.

Secretary Root supplements the repro- 


mand of President Roosevelt in a long 
circular in wriich he explains the'condi- 
tions which resulted in the court mar- 
tial of Gen. Smith, and shows that al-, 
though Smith 'isduccl the "kill and burn" 
order, as a. matter of fact very few'per-, 
sons were killed' as a result of that or- 
der, 
the casualties being confined almost 


wholly to the eleven natives killed un- 
der Major Waller's direction. The find- 
ings of the court and the reviews by the 
president and Secretary Root will be 
made public later in the day. 


Following is the text of the president's 


review of the case: 


WHTTE HOUSK, WASHINGTON, July 
14, 19O2. By the President: Tho find- 
ings and sentence of the court are ap- 
proved. I am well aware of the danger 
and great difficulty of the task our array 
has in the Philippine islands and of the 
well niph intolerable provocations it 1ms 
received from the cruelty, treachery and 
total disregard of the rules and customs 
of civilized warfare on the part of its 
foe. 
Also heartily approve the employ- 


ment of the sternest measures necessary 
to put a slop to atrocities and to bring 


to a close. Jt would bo culpo- 
i 
this war 
blc to show weakness in dealing with 
such foes or to foil to use all legitimate 
and 
honorable methods 
to overcome 


them. But the -very fact that warfare 
is of such character as to afford infinite 
provocation for..the commission of acts 
of cruelty by junior officers and the en- 
listed men, "must make the oP.icors in 
high and responsible positions peculiarly 
careful in their bearing and conduct so 
afi to keep a moral check over any acts 
of an improper character by their sub- 
ordinates. Almosct nnivcrsally the-high- 
er officers have borne themselves us .to 
supply this necessary check; and with 
but few exceptions the officers and sol- 
diers of the nrmy have shown woiider- 
ful kindness and'forbearance in dealing 
with their foes. But there have been ex- 
ception- 
there have been instances of 


the use of torture and of improper heart- 
lesaness in warfare on the part of in- 
dividuals or small detachments. In the 
recent campaign ordered by Gen. Smith, 
the shootinj' of the native bearers by 
tho orders of Major Waller wns an act 
which sullied the American name and 
can but partly be excused became ol 
Major Waller's mental condition at the 
time: this mental condition being due to 
the fearful hardship and suffering which 
he had undergone, in his campaign. It is 
impossible to tell exactly how much in- 
fluence language like that used by Gen 
Smith may have had in preparing the 
minds of those under him for the com- 
mission of deeds which we regret. Loose 
and violent talk by an officer of high 
rank is always likely to excite to wrong 
doing 
those among his subordinate* 


whose wills are weak or whose passions 
arc strong. 


General Smith has behind him a lonj 


career distinguished for gallantry and op 
(.he whole for good conduct. Taken in 
the full his work has been such as to ro- 
flect credit upon the American army and 
therefore upon the nation; and it in 
deeply to be regretted that he should 
have "so acted ii! this instance as to in- 
terfere with his further usefulness in the 
army. I hereby direct that he be retir- 
ed from the active list. 
Theodora Roosevelt. 


Tho following is the review of Secre- 


tary Root: 


War Department, 


Washington, July 14, 1902. 


To the President: I transmit here 


with the record and proceedings upon the 
trial of Brig. G«n. Jacob H. Smith b> 
court martial convened under your ordei 
dated April 21, 1D02, and now brought 
before you as reviewing authority. Gen 
Smith was found guilty of conduct to th< 
prejudice of good order and military du 
ciplinc in that he gavo in the fall of 
1901, to .Major, I. W. T. Waller, of the 
marine corps as commander of the sixth 
noparate brigade, in Saniur, the follow- 
ing oral instructions: "I want no pns 
oners. I wish- you to kill and burn, the 
more you kill "and burn the better you 
will ploaso me;"' and'1 further, that he 
wanted"all persons killed who were cap 
able of bearing arms and in actual hos 
tilitics against the United States, and 
did in reply to a question by Major Wai 
lor asking for an age limit, designate th< 
age limit as ten years. The- court »en 


tenced him to be admonished by; the re-' 
viewing authorities and the court ap- 
pended to the sentence the following ex- 
planation:^ 
: 
' 


. ' REASON TOR-LENIENCY. 
"The court i.i thus 'lenient in view ' of 


the undisputed evidence that the accused 
did not mean everything that his unex- 
plained language implied; that his sub- 
ordinates did not gather such 
a moan- 


ing; and that the orders were never exe- 
cuted in such sense, notwithstanding 
that a desperate struggle wivs being eon- 
ducted with a cruel and savage foe." 
"An examination 
of the evidence has 


satisfied me that the conviction wru 
just, and that the reasons stated fat the 
very light sentence imposed are sus- 
tained by tho facts. Gen. Smith, in his 
conversation with Major Waller, was 
guilty of intemperate, inconsiderate and 
violent expressions, which, if accepted 
literally, would grossly violate -the hu- 
mane rules governing American armies 
in the field, and if followed would have 
brought lasting disgrace upon the mili- 
tary service of the United States. For- 
tunately they were not taken 
literally 


and were not followed. No women or 
children or helpless persons or non-com- 
ba,tants or prisoners were-put to death 
n pursuance of them. 


"An examination of the 
record 
and 


•oeeediugs upon the trial of Major Wal- 


cr, which immediately proceeded tha.t of 
Gen. Smith, shows that the instructions 
n question bore no relation to the acts 
:or which Major Waller was tried, and 
vere not alleged by him as justification 
'or those acts. 


Major Waller was tried for causing 


certain natives, who had acted as bearers 
or guides of one of his expeditions to be 
iut to death for treachery without pi o- 
>er triah and he defended his action not 
upon the ground of any orders received 
from Gen. Smith, but upon tho ground 
that as commanding officer he was justi- 
fied by the laws of war." 


GEN. SMITH JUSTIFIED. 


:Gen. Smith's written and printed or- 


ders, and the actual conduct of military 
operations in Sanmr were jostificd 
by 


the history and conditions of the war- 
rare with the cruel and treacherous sav- 
igos who inhabited tho island, and their 
entire di«regard of the laws of war; 
ivere wholly within the . limitations of 
general order No. 100 of 1803; and were 
sustained by pr<x:edents of the highest 
authority. 
Tims, in 1779, Washington 


ordered Gen. Sullivan, in the campaign 
against the six nations to seek the total 
destruction and devastation of their set 
dements. 
He wrote, 'but you will not 


by any 
moans listen to overtures ol 


peace before tho total ruin of the settle- 
ments is effected. Our future 
security 


will be in thwr ability to injure us, the 
distance to which they are driven, and 
in the terror with which -the severity of 
tho chastisement they receive will 
in- 


spire thorn." The Fort Phil .Kearney 
massacre in 1806, for base treachery, re- 
volting cruelty and the conditions of ser- 
ious danger which followed it did 
nol 


approach the massacre of Ealangiga in 
Samar in September, 1001. Thorc 
the 


natives were treated with kindness one 
confidence, liberty and self-government 
had boen given to them. Captain Con 
noil, the American commander, was o: 
the same faith and had been worshiping 
in the same church with them. With a I 
the. assurance of friendship 
our 
men 


were seated 
at 
their meal unarmec 


among an 
apparently peaceful 
anc 


friendly community, when they were sc 
upon from behind and butchered 
an< 


thoir b'odies, when found by tb;ir com 
rades the next day, had been mutilatec 
and treated with indescribable incligni 
tics. Yet there was no such severity hi 
American soldiers in Samar as Gen 
Sherman proposed toward the Sioux af 
ter Fort Phil Kearney. "It is due, how 
cvir, to the good sense a-nd self-restrain 
of Gen. Smith's subordinates and thei 
regard for the laws of war, rather than 
to his own self-control 
and judgment 


that his intemperate and 
unjustifiable 


verbal instructions wero not 
followed 


and that, he is relieved from tho jndelibl* 
strain which would have resulted from a 
literal compliance with them. 


A SEVERE PUNISHMENT. 


Although the sontenco imposed is ex 


coedingly light, it carries with it a con 
damnation which, for an 
officer of 


rank and age, is really a severe punish 
ment. For this reason and for the fur 
ther reason that Gen. Smith has servcc 
•his country long and faithfully, has ex 
hibited high courage and good conduc1 


in many battles; 
lifts been seriousl] 


wounded in tho civil war and in the war 
with Spain and is about concluding 
long and honorable career as a faithfu 
and loyal servant of hia country, I rcc 
ommend that th e mild sentence imposei' 
be confirmed. Should you approve th 
findings and sentence of the court in ac 
cordancc with this strain, I fool bound tc 
say further that in view of the finding*. 
and sentence, and of the evident infirroi 
tics which have made it possible tha 
the facts found should exist, it

Chicago Freight .Handlers Go Back

CHICAGO^ July 1C.—The association 


of railway managers, embracing every 
road which enters Chicago, have issued 
the (ol'iOwing signed statement: 


•'All of our old men, not before on 


hand for work, reported nt the freight 
houses at noon today and were pat to 
work. 
No conference was held, with any 


committee or otherwise, since Tuesday, 
and no agreement was made w.'th the 
union or with any committee. The men 
simply reported 
for 
work 
and 
they 


doubtless expect and will receive the pay 
offered July 1st, nnd which the railroad 
compa-jies have been willing to pay all 
along." 


After-ten -days-of strife tlui Chicago 


freight handlers, strike terminated today 
in an unqualified "victory for tho rail- 
roads. A-meeting of the strikers, pre- 
hided over by President C'urran, resulted 
in an almost uniinimoiis vote to return 
to work, leaving the wage scale and oth- 
or questions for settlement between the 
men and their respective roads. 


At the conclusion of the meeting the 


strikers went by hundreds to the ware- 


- houses to apply for their old positions, 


and the teamsters who have remained 
out in sympathy again took up their 
reins. 
Iiy noon immense quantities of 


freight which hud been held back for 
days were heing rushed to the railroads, 
or la.krn from warehouses -and , cars. 
Where stagnation had ruled commercial 
activity 
again reigned. Chicago 
mer- 


chants expressed unbounded relief at the 
termination of hostilities, but they were 
scarcely less happy than the men them- 
selves, although the flrikc is estimated 
to have cost" them $10,000,000, to say 
nothing of tho trade that-has been per- 
manently lost to them. 


The little hall where the meeting of 


the strikers lnok place was jammed to 
suffocation, and thousands were unable 
to obtain entrance. It was a brief meet- 
ins_only 
long enough for .an angry 


speech by Cumin, and the vote which 
foil-owed. 
' ' 


CHARGES BAD FAITH. 


"Men," said Cumin, v'we eunii.' out like 


•men; we have acted like men, and we 
should not go back like, sheep, but there 
has been treachery in our camp. Ye.-.- 
tcrday, when I was about to use the.tel- 
ephone, the wire got crossed and 1 heard 
one of the members 
of our executive 


committee talking with a railroad -man- 
ager. He was encouraging the manager 
to hold out, for -he told him that the 
strike was almost broken. Thnt. is a 
sample of the faith that has been k.'-pt 
with me. The officials of the truck driv- 
ers' union have not kept faith, either, 
and it seenia useless to continue the fight 
any longer. Shall we go buck and ask 
for our old jobs" 


ALMOST UNANIMOUS. 


In this simple form the mutter was 


put to a vote and almost immediately a 
great chorus of aye? had. brought to a. 
peaceful end one of Chicago's most ser- 
ious and threatening labor situations. It 
is believed the roads generally will allow 
the truckers IT cents an hour and minor 
concessions granted by 'the' proposition 
of July 1. 


The proposition accepted by' the men 


wns in effect, the one given, to President 
Curran by the state board of arbitra- 
tion early in the day, although the prop- 
osition in .its proper form was not plac- 
td before the men. 


NEWS HAILED WITH. JOY. 


The railroad managers, when told of 


the vote to return to work, said that 
•wherever possible the old men would be. 
taken buck. A small percentage of the 
new men, however, will be retained for a 
time at least. Nowhere was the news* 
of the settlement received with more 
pleasure than at the warehouses where 
thousands of men gathered from other 
points of the various roads to take the 
places of strikers, were longing to re- 
turn ' to their homes. They hud been 
well fed nnd' given gr-od sleeping quar- 
ters, but the big majority of them, be- 
ing accustomed,to the-comfort of their 
hoines. were tired of'being herded. 


ALL CHICAGO IS ANXIOUS. 


"Will today see the end- of- the-disas- 


trous freisht'liamllers-'strike.''"nifh ques- 
tion wns asked in the minds of thousands 
tt business men' this' morning an-"dall 
«yes' were turned on-.Wot»s'*hallTwherc 
|ht. strikers were- to meet. duriDg • the 


forenoon to discuss the situation. There 
wns .much- doubt ns to what the striker's 
answer to the unspoken'question would 
be. /Committees.reported Inst-night that 
agreements had been settled on'between 
the committees and tbc 'Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern, the Illinois Central, 
the'Nickel Plate"a-nd the Northwestern 
road.

ed <by the majority of the strikers. 


STORMY SKSS.IOX PRKDICTED. 


Prospects were that the strikers' meet- 


ing would be a stormy one, for President 
Curran had declared determined opposi- 
tion to the agreements reached yester- 
day while on the other hand the men 
sv»rc credited with a desire to accept the 
slightest concessions in order to return 
to work. Should the strikers indorse the 
reported agreements, however, it. was be- 
lieved by many that more than one day 
would be required to settle affairs, for 
twenty roads remained to bt reckoned 
with. 


Chief of Police O'Neill expressed relief 


that the wholesalers had agreed not to 
attempt to move freight till - p. in. 
The merchants had intended to make a 
determined 
effort to resume 
shipping 


this morning, but when a prospect of 
peace again appeared last night they de- 
cided to wait a little longer before Ink- 
ing action, which it was believed certain 
would precipitate violence. 


WINS CUKRAN'S FAVOR. 


The following proposition, which Pres- 


ident Curran said he was in favor of act- 
ing on, was presented this morning by 
Chairman Job of the state board ot ar- 
bitration: 
To the .Freight Handlers of Chicago: 


Thu Illinois state board of iirhit-ratipn, 


after 
>i thorough investigation ot" the 


present freight handlers' strike in Chicn- 
go. anil of the complications which have 
grown out-of that strike, recommends to 
the oil'u-ers and members .of the five local 
unions of the interior freight handlers'

that the men return immediately to their 
respective places of employment and ap- 
ply for the positions held by them pre- 
vious to the strike. 


\Vc further recommend that the em- 


ploye.- of each of the several railroads 
app'oint a committee to confer with the 
management of the railroads by which 
Ihev are employed for the purpose of ad- 
justing existing dillicultie*." 


PICKETS CAUSK TROUBLE. 


One of the first developments of the 


dav wns the appearance of a swarm of 
pickets at uue of the freight houses of 
the Chicago & Northwestern, and

turning buck of seven trucks sent there 
to

freight.

checked only after some turbulence. The 
emphatic instruction;, of President Young 
of the teamsters to work as usual this 
morning, was ignored by many of the 
teamsters.

PARK CITY, Utah, July 1C.--Two 


powder magazines at the 1.200 foot level 
of the Daly West mine exploded about 1 
o'clock this morning canning a loss

life.Unit at present cannot be estimated

guessed at. At 4 o'clock 


twentv-sevn men had been taken out o£ 
the mine dead, and several others 
had 


bceji recovered lin a -hnlf-dazed condition. 
These were a" brought out through

Ontario mine pluift, which is a mile dis- 
tant from the, Daly West, in which .the 
explosion occurred. The 1.200 level of 
the Daly West corresponds 'to and, is 
connected by tunnel with the COO level 
of the Ontario. 


In the Daly West mine between" 10.0 


and 1,)0 men were at work.- Tn the'On- 
tario were nearly 100, it is1 believed. 


It is not known how many' of these 


are dead, but the disaster extends1'to the 
Ontario,' ns the 'noxious gases that' Irave 
been let loo'sc are known to be th'e-eSiise 
of several of the deaths/ TluV preseiice' 
of these gases leads many miners' to 'be- 
lieve that the powder was burned, tli.it 
the explosion, if one occurred, which, in 
the excited condition of the town it 
is 


impossible to ascertain with 
absoluate 


certainty, was not the chief cause of the 
disaster. There are two powder n.-.ja- 
zines at the 1,200 foot level of the Daly 
West, one at eacli side of the shaft, with 
a. capacity of one or two cars of powder 
each. A car of powder was added to the 
supply witiiin the pa^t few days.

world's accumulated wealth. 


It must be admitted that much of our 


national prestige may be attributed to 
the intelligent direction 
of 
organized 


wealth. 


Combinations of capital organized up- 


on a scale whose magnitude has been the 
marvel of the age, and directed with a 
skill and intelligence worthy of admira- 
tion, have exerted, and still 
exert a 


mighty and controlling influence in the 
development of the industrial and com- 
mercial world. That these corporations 
have a lawful right to the exercise of 
their powers within proper limitations 
cannot be denied. But that a corpora- 
tion, or trust, created by law and toler- 
ated because of .convenience Or profit, is 
entitled, to a higher consideration in the 
body politic than the people themselves, 
is a doctrine recent in its origin and not 
in accord with Republican ideas. 


No legislative legerdemain can conjure 


into existence a legal entity greater than 
the 
law. The creature Sunnot 
becomo 


greater than its creator.' 


Whenever the subject becomes possess- 


ed of a power greater than that of Uie 
sovereign, the subject becomes the sov- 
ereign. In a representative government 
the people are sovereign. The right to 
regulate the internal affairs of the state 
and nation is the basis of Republican 
governmcot. 


Whenever organized capital attempts 


to usurp the functions of government, to 
corrupt the source of political power to 
rise superior to the law, and to subject 
tuc people to the insolence of greed with- 
out'limitation, to dictate the price of 
foodstuffs, the hours of labor and the 
wages of industry, it approaches the dan- 
ger line and invokes a limit of tolera- 
tion. Selfishness may refuse but it can- 
not promote justice. Extreme conditions 
invite extreme remedies, and sometimes 
an aroused public sentiment demands re- 
taliation, and itself refuses that justice 
i;por. which it sought reconciliation. 


Out of a spirit of misunderstood an- 


tagonism between capital and labor, here 
his developed a hostility as unwise as 
it is disastrous. There has not been 
wanting that element 
of 
all 
society 


whose mission is strife, to assist in wid- 
ening the breach, and to fan the embers 
of discontent into tile flames of hostility 
and 
disorder. Misguided 
partisanship 


has done much to estrange and embitter 
the relationship of those who produce 
and those who accumulate the wealth of 
the 
world. 
Strange 
paradox. 
This 


seeming conflict is but the process of 
evolution. Strife has served to demon- 
strate the absolute dependence of one 
upon the other, and the necessity of mu- 
tuality. Wise statesmanship . will aid, 
and wisdom will 
reconcile 
differences 


more apparent than real before disaster 
compels an adjustment dictated by pub- 
lic necessity. .Demagogues may postpone, 
but cannot prevent the solution of all 
the problems submitted to the intelli- 
gence and patriotism of American man- 
hood. 
It has become a Republican tradition, 


that the declaration of principles con- 
tained in the party platform, becomes a. 
covenant between the party and the peo- 
ple. It wns in the first inaugural mes- 
sage of the first Republican 
president 


that Abraham Lincoln deruoninnted a 
platform declaration 
as a law which 


should govern the official act of every 
man elected thereon. He who is nomi- 
nated upon a Republican platform be- 
comes the conserver of the honor of his 
party, and be should guard that trust 
with honor, as the Cherubim with the 
flaming sword stood watch and ward over 
the sacred portals of Eden. 


The sure test of Republicanism, is fi- 


delity to pnrty principles.- Victory rest* 
upon the banners of that party whose 
career is one with the onward march of 
the nation. No party can succeed ex- 
cept its purpose is in harmony with pop- 
ular sentiment and conviction. Deserv- 
ed defeat follows close upon a betrayal 
of the public trust. 


In all the history of Christian civiliza- 


tion, from the kiss of Judas to the trea- 
son of Arnold, the one word into which 
language has eondeuscd the contempt of 
men is—traitor. 


There can be no compromise between 


bonor and dishonor, between-patriotism 
and hypocricy. between tie true and the 
false. 


Let the platform declarations rinj? and 


gleam with pure gold of \tr.utb and sin- 
cerity, and upon that platform, pledge 
the sacred honor of that party which 
never yet betrayed a trust, and, irre?i«t- 
iblc as the tides" of ocean, tho people will 
carry you to victory. 


Much has been written and said con- 


cerning the American soldier in tb,c Phil- 
ippines. Democracy may rant its jeal- 
ous spleen and nial-contents may rave 
invective. The American eoldier needs 
no defense. He has formed the habit of 
fighting his .own battles, and'Having his- 
tory' to write his vindication. 


That iva« him at Bunker hill and Val- 


ley Forge, and Yorktown, fighting the 
tried veterans of earth's proudest em- 
pire, for liberty and equality, and weav- 
ing into the American sky, the rainbow 
tints and shining stars of freedom's flag.

to enforce, if successful, -will be certain 
to lend to the same dictatorial course in 
any other issues thatunay to the execu- 
tive's mind be deemtd paramount and 
without amendment. To many people in 
view of the necessity for harmony and 
realizing no important matter can be 
carried through without deferring to the 
views of others, this proclamation will 
be held to be exceedingly unwise to say 
nothing of being all out of place. 


There were hopes Governor La Folletts 


in his pronounced victory, would accept 
the advice of some of those who have 
been advocating his renomination. Such 
influential papers as the. Oshkosti North- 
western and Wisconsin State Journal 
have not hesitated in making such sug- 
gestions as would tend to- allay the tu- 
mult, but. the executive has, it see:ns, 
passed beyond any advice. 


No matter the importance of tax re- 


form, of primary election reform, it is 
a new departure in state politics that the 
vet urn of a United States senator of the 
groat breadth and width of Senator John

be ever brought about without the full- 
est discussion and from the plentitude of 
suggestions, the best that will secure for 
the people their every right as guarded 
against any manner of state built politi- 
cal legal machinery. 


Lot us give the governor credit for 


earnestness, for ability,' but this docs 
not at all excuse the means adopted by 
which alone if possible his way will be 
the only way and his plans tiubject to 
no amendments. Tlie people of Wiscon- 
sin will object to any such proceedure as 
is threatened in this last circular, and 
will hold tho return of John C. Spooner 
to' the United States senate must not 
be subject to thousands upon thousands 
of law-abiding citizens stultifying them- 
selves, and subject as to what a state 
convention does or docs not do in purely 
state matters. 


There was harmony in sight. It was

SO SOON FRA.CTURED. 


It is unfortunate that so soon ways 


11 nd meiuis have been found 
to violate 


tho olcomnrparine law and yet keep 
wii.hin flic terms of the law. Jf there 
had boon any method .by which the law 
could have operated 
precisely as its 


friends 
intended for a period long 


enoujrli to determine its successful or 
unsuccessful workings, it would certainly 
have been much better. It would have 
disapproved of the contentions of 
the 


supporters of an oleomargarine law, or 
it would hav« approved of them, and in 
either case the country could tnen have 
had.1 light upon a subject now vigorously 
disouted. 


Tt 'seems the law commands that but- 


terine shall not bo artificially colored 
and neither shall process butter or ren- 
ovated butter. But it appears butterine 
can be colored a yellow shads without, 
iu the opinion of tho commissioner of 
internal revenue, subjecting tb» oleo 
manufacturer to the penalties of the 
law. An account of tills very important 
matter says: 


"Tho commissioner or internal 
reve- 


nue, who is intrusted with the 
enforce- 


ment of the law, finds that he will "be re- 
stricted to its letter, and that tne.mn.nu- 
(acturers, by using natural vegetable 
products, can giv-o oleo a shade of yellow 
without subjecting their output to the 
prohibitive tax of 10 cents a pound im- 
posed xipon oleo "artificially" colored in 
imitation of butter. One of the'largest 
concerns in Chicago manufacturing oleo- 
ninrgnrine has struck another method of 
evading the law.. Instead of giving tbeir 
product a butter color by tho use of veg- 
etables they intend to furnish with each 
package of the unrolored oleo a' little 
pellet, with instructions for using it. 
The liou»ckeeper purchases the, uncol- 


ored oleo »nd receives the.pellet, and in 
the quiet of her homeride proceeds to 
give the oleo a.butter color. Palm oil, a 
pure vegetable oil, said to be more nu- 
tritious and cheaper than cotton seed oil, 
rich yellow in color, which will impart a 
•beautiful yellow to oleo, will probably 
be extensively need in giving it a butter- 
like color without enabling the commis- 
sioner of internal revenue to tax it 10 
cents a.pound. Commissioner Yerkes 
frankly confesses that he is unable to 
see -how he can prevent the spirit of the 
law being violated. The law is clear and 
explicit ,and unless scrae "artificial" in- 
gredient is used to color the oleo he can 
only tax. it 
one-fourth of a cent a 


pound." 


Thus is another example of laws fail- 


ing to accomplish the purpose of their 
framers. -Perhaps the interests, that se- 
cured the oleo legislation may succeed 
in preventing the wholesale violation of 
the law in the manner that is above in- 
dicated may bo generally 
followed. It 


will not bo tho fault of tlie interests fav- 
oring this law if methods are not devised 
•by which the commissioner of internal 
revenue may be able to get a cleaver 
light. 
, 


THE PATH TO1 REFORM. 


Nothing can be truer than some re- 


forms are necessary that justice- and 
equity prevail, and among the reforms 
so necessary are those of securing from 
corporations having rights of eminent do- 
main their share of taxation. Most val- 
uable privileges go untaxed or else for 
very little, an dit is admitted at least 
Wisconsin can go as far ns New York 
has gone in this respect without undue 
hardship upon the cor]xirative interests. 
Another admitted reform lies in the di- 
rection of primary election reform, but 
to say that citizens are to be proscribed 
for differing as to methods, and that dif- 
ferences of plans, of details, are ^o be 
regarded as making war-upon the pow- 
ers that be, is totally • -wrong. ' Very 
many 
Republicans have differed 
with' 


the executive on this matter and 
as( 


long as the liberty of the subject exists 
in this country will probably continue to 
hold to their ideas. 


It is right here where the troubles has 


arisen and the responsible factor for' the. 
differing with the executive.' But tnis 
latter is wholly wrong in his assumption 
that this difference and desire to assist 
in the construction of a proper measure, 
and objections to provisions in, say the 
Stevens bill which, if law, would tend to 
create a vast, powerful state machine, is 
an assault upon his office as governor. 
Were it to be recognized in this sense all 
political parties would disintegrate and 
American liberties 
bo indeed a mere 


parody. It has been recognized every- 
where, but lately in this state evidently, 
that important party measures -are en- 
titled to free debate nnd that opposition 
to opposition to details is no party dis- 
loyalty, 
otherwise executives 
would 


wield a powerful weapon, foreign to the 
spirit of American independence. 


Members of political parties certainly 


owe some duties to their party, but this 
duty is accompanied with the corallary 
that party leaders also owe some duty 
to each other. Again, if the party 
press can not discuss 
public 
measures 


with freedom that very political party 
is stultifying the principles that gave it 
birth. 


Tax reform will be brought about 
in 


due time, but it is not to be fashioned 
into shape by mere dictum. It will be 
the fruit of ripe minds ai:d perfectly 
free, discussion. 
' 


Republicans will continue to talk of 


public issues, will 
continue to 
differ 
1 


perhaps on ways und moans, • and 
most 


assuredly they 
will within the party. 


If some chose to 
oppose objectionable 


measures, they will do so without im- 
periling their party standing. Wiscon- 
sin wants the best there is as regards 
reform laws, and this can only be se- 
cured by every citizen, as well as the ex- 
ecutive, retaining their selT-respect. 


NO RIGHTS OK PRIVACY. 


A decision of the New York court of 


appeals 
says 
the 
law 
cannot in- 


terfere 
to 
protect 
privacy, 
that 


equity 
courts 
have 
no 
jurisdic- 


tion 
over 
photographers 
who 
use 


without consent and manufacturers who 
utilize pictures of young, women for ad- 
vertising purposes. It seems the learned 
justices were bothered about the rights 
of privacy if carried to the extreme, that 
is men and women, young and old, if 
privacy rights be strictly insisted upon, 
there would he continual prosecutions' 
going on. There if) certainly a rational 
ground to take in this matter as in 
every other, but law like other things, 
is at times carried to too fine a point, 
and it does seem that where a liquor 
firm uses a photograph 
of a pretty 


voting girl getting the same from some 
photographer, for advertising his busi- 
ness, that tho owner of the likeness, the 
girl herself, should have something to 
say about the use of her picture upon 
whisky and beer barrels, or in any other 
line o( business. But the New York 
court says she has no right at all in her 
picture. 
Thus every citizen, male or fe- 


male, in whatever condition of life can- 
not help himself or herself if they find 
their picture being u&ed in some adver- 
tising device, and must submit to the 
detestible cruelty of it all. 


The New York Tribune discusses this 


remarkable decision and says: "The de- 
mands of the advertising business were 
never so great us now, and the processes 
of pictorial reproduction never before so 
invited recklesa and unscrupulous enter- 
prise of this sort. The aft of photo- 
graphy lias been so developed that pri- 
vate persons almost 
universally, have 


their portrait* made without the slight- 
est'thought of inviting public attention. 
A-photograph is like a personal letter, 
and is entitled to similar protection. It 


ought to Tw^poesibl* for the legieliture 
to pass a law securing the right of pri- 
.vacy in photographs, BO drawn an not to 
interfere "with reasonable-liberty and to 
avoid all the dangers which the court of 
appeals foresees from the establishment 
of a general principle. 
A definite enact- 


ment .applying specifically to such cases 
as this, making a portrait the .property 
of the person portrayed so far as rights 
of reproduction are concerned, wo'uld an- 
swer the purpose. It would not bi> hard 
to limit this so that legitimate publica- 
tion of pictures of persons in pubiic life 
could be safeguarded, and 'the liberty of 
speech and the press to 
criticise and 


comment by picture or word on. actors, in 
public affairs could be .protected." 


CORNERS iy NECESSARIES OF LIFE. 


In view of the gigantic corners in cer- 


eals only too often proclaimed in our 
cifies, it is idle for the legalized boards 
of trade to talk of bucket shops. The 
very rules of these immense gambling 
concerns, the modern board of trnde or 
stock exchange, are the enabling acts 
through which corners are alone made 
possible. 


The rules of the game are plainly set 


forth and unless complied with, there can 
be no gambjing. If the rules of these 
trade organizations did not ordain that 
only grains of alleged contract 
grade 


could, be delivered, there could not be 
any of these corners in the necessaries 
of l.'fe our laws distinctly recognize. To 
a va;<t majority of people corn is- corn, 
as wheat is wheat, hut they will admit 
some corn is bettor iiira others'as some 
wheat ia more fit for certain puproses 
than some other sorts of wheat, and this 
is supposed to be the ground upon which 
boards of trade have formulated differ- 
ent grades, and which very provisions en- 
able men ivith no conscience and plenty 
of capital to corner any product dealt in 
on the boards.: i.' 


It has been1 suggested that all thig| 


scandal might easily be avoided and at. 
least much of the scandal attending the. 
ruination of so'ma'ny people silenced, if- 
the stock nnd grain'boards would'take 
steps to forbid any 'cornering whatever of 
products. This remedy suggested is that; 
when it is discovered1 a group of specula- 
tors have cornered about all the 'avail-, 
able grade of any product, that good de- 
liveries be authorized of the next grades 
below, but at a price or rather difference 
natural to the market and which price 
is easily determined from day by day. 
Again it might alao be determined by 
law that whenever any man, let us say 
citben, because many women also specu- 
late or need supplies, make oath that 
they are unable to 
purchase 
certain 


amounts of grain or products of any sort 
dealt in, of any particular grade for de- 
livery, that they be legally privileged to 
purchase the grain itself or product it- 
self and deliver; that warehouse receipts 
of any city being a legal^delivery. The 
laws can be changed if the people really 
EO dosirc that can prevent those scandal- 
o'is corners in the necessaries of life. 


TEMPER I\ THE SCHOOL ROOM. 
One prominent educator in one of the 


numerous summer schools gave utter- 
ance to the idea that school teachers 
with tempers should be dismissed on be- 
ing found out. His belief is that when 
teachers perroit themselves to be con- 
trolled by their dispositions, they 'arc 
no longer competent to teach if these, 
dispositions are 'disclosed in infirmities' 
of mind that result in giving way ' to 
passion. This educator says: "All the. 
wretched, irrita-bli? and worn-out teach- 
ers must be relieved in spite of sympa- 
thy from the school room, for the child 
must not be snorified to their downwards 
and degenerate influence. The modern 
school ronm is prolific with causes that 
bring out in strong relief the 
disposi- 


tions and tempers nf both 
teacher and 


scholar, only unfortunately iu the dis- 
play of temper tho teacher has the best 
of it, for a powerful minority invariably 
suppresses tho school boy or girl who is 
unablo tr, control themselves, and tliis 
is where t.he thing is on-;-sided.

After beitik laundered 
they arc examined for defects, the 
most prominent oC which Is a slight 
break In the linen on-top fn front-where 
they button. It may be scarcely per- 
ceptible,'but it is enough to cause Ii: to 
be thrown aside, and the name of the 
maker is not stamped tuoreon. as would 
be the case if 'it were perfect. 
Very 


often one of the buttonholes is slightly 
torn, or there is a little scr-itch in tbe 
ilnen on the outer side. Some firms sell 
thousands of dozens of these collars a 
year at a very low price, while' some 
of the defects are not porceptihlo to ihe 
eye of the purchaser, who buys tbo 
goods at retail at less than half the 
cost of the perfect article. The same 
Is true with bicycle tines, the makers 
catting their names off the nibber. 
Dealers are careful not to have their

sale price asked for the perfect goods. 
In some mills' they have a' system • of 
nwking the operatives pay for any dif- 
ference in the damaged goods where 
the loss may be traced to their per- 
sonal fault und not that of th<> ma- 
chine. This system makes the opera- 
tives very careful, as It materially af- 
fects tbelr wages. If a manufacturer 
attempted to "put on the market sec- 
onds for perfect goods, tbe retail deal- 
ers would not buy from bim, .and tbe 
public would likewise withdraw, its 
patronage."— Washington Star.

SEC. ROOT SUPPLEMENTS 


REPRIMAND WITH REPORT 


President S»ys Shooting of Native Bearer* 


in SainBr Sullied American Name 


•nd Can be But Partly 


Excused. 


WASHINGTON, July 18.—Secretary 


Root brought from Oyster Bay the case 
of Gen, Jacob H. Smith, tried by court 
martial at Manila, on account of orders 
issued to Major Waller. Gen. Smith 
was found guilty of the charges by the 
court and sentenced to be admonished by 
the reviewing authority. The president 
has so admonished Gen, Smith and retir- 
ed him under the law which provides 
that officers having reached the age of 
62 years may: be retired at will by trie 
•president. "

• Secretary Root 'supplements the repro- 
mand of'President'Roosevelt in a Ibng 
"circular in wHich he explains the'condi- 
tions which resulted in the court maj> 
tial of Gen. Smith, and shows that ail- 
though Smith'issued the "kill and mirij" 
order, as a. matter'of face very few'per- 
sons were killed as a result of that or- 
der, the casualties being confined almost 
wholly to the eleven natives killed un- 
der Major Waller's direction. The find- 
ings of the court and the reviews by the 
president and Secretary Root will be 
made public later in tha day. 


Following is.the text of the president's 


review of the case: 
WHITE HOU-S'E, WASHINGTON, July 
14, 1902. By the President: 
The find- 


ings and sentence of the court arc ap- 
proved. I am well aware of the danger 
and great difficulty of the task our army 
has in the Philippine islands and of the 
well"nigh intolerable provocations it has 
received from the cruelty, treachery and 
total disregard of the rules and customs 
of civilized warfare on the part of its 
foe. 
Also heartily approve the employ- 


ment of the sternest measures necessary 
to put a stop to atrocities and to bring 
this war to a close. It would be culpa- 
ble to show weakness in dealing with 
such foos or to fail to use all legitimate 
and honorable methods to overcome 
them. But the very fact that warfare 
is of such character as to afford infinite 
provocation for.,the commission of acts 
of cruelty by junior officers and the en- 
listed men, must make tho officers in 
high and responsible positions peculiarly 
careful in their bearing and conduct so 
aS to keep amoral check over any acts 
of an improper character by their sub- 
ordinates. Almosct universally the high- 
er officers have borne themselves as ,to 
supply this necessary check; and with 
hut few exceptions the officers and sol- 
diers of the army have shown worider- 
ful kindness and forbearance in dealing 
with their foes. But there have been ex- 
ceptions; there have been instances of 
the use of torture and of improper heart- 
lessness in warfare on the part of in- 
dividuals or small detachments. In the 
recent campaign ordered by Gen. Smith, 
the shooting of the native bearers by 
the orders of Major Waller \vns an act 
which sullied the American name and 
can but partly be excused because of 
Major Waller's mental condition at the 
time; this mental condition being due to 
the fearful hardship and suffering which 
he had undergone in his campaign. It,is 
impossible to tell exactly how much in- 
fluence language like that used by Gen. 
Smith may have had in preparing the 
minds of those under him for the com- 
mission of deeds which we regret. loose 
and violent talk by an officer of high 
rank is always likely to excite to wrong 
doing 
those among his subordinates 


whose 'wills are weak 'or whose passions 
arc strong. 


General Smith has behind him a long 


career distinguished for gallantry and op 
the whole for good conduct. Taken in 
the full his \vo;rk has been such aa to re- 
flect credit upon the American army and 
•therefore upon the nation; and it is 
deeply to be regretted that he should 
have so acted in this instance as to in- 
terfere with hii» further usefulness in the 
army. I hereby direct that he be retir- 
ed from the active list.

The following is the review of Secre- 


tary Root: 


War Department, 


Washington, July 14, 1002. 


To the President: I transmit here- 


with the record and proceedings upon the 
trial of Brig. Gen. Jacob H. Smith by 
court martial convened under your order 
dated April 21, 1002, and now brought 
before you as reviewing authority. Gen. 
Smith was found guilty of conduct to the 
prejudice of good order and military dis- 
cipline in that he gave in the fall of 
1901, to Major,L. W. T. Waller, of the 
marine corps as commander of the sixth 
(teparate brigade, in Samar, the follow- 
ing oral instructions: "I want no pris- 
oners. I wish you to kill and burn, the1 
more you kill nhfl.. biirn the better you 
will please me;'' and"further, that ho 
wanted all persons killed who were cap- 
able of bearing arms and in actual hoB-v 
tilities against the United' States,' and 
did in reply to a question by Major Wal- 
ler asking for an age limit, designate tha 
age limit as teu years. The- court Ben* 


k t' 
v ' 
t 
tenced him to be Admonished by: the re- f 
viewing authorities and the court ap 
'pended to the sentence the following ex- 
planation: 


. ' REASON FOR LENIENCY. 
"The court is thus'lenient in vf.ew 'of 


the undisputed evidence that the accused 
did not mean everything that his unex- 
plained1 language implied; that his sub 
ordinates did not gather such 
& mean- 


ing; and that the orders weire neve? exe 
outed in such sense, notwithstanding 
that a desperate struggle wr,s being con- 
ducted with a cruel and savage foe." 
"An examination 
of the evidence has 


satisfied me that the conviction was 
just, and that the reasons stated fof the 
Vifiry light sentence imposed are sus- 
tained % the facts. Gen. Smith, in his 
conversation with Major Waller, was 
guilty of intemperate, inconsiderate and 
violent expressions, which, if accepted 
literally, would grossly violate the hu- 
mane rules governing American armies 
in the field/and if followed would have 
brought lasting disgrace upon the mili- 
tary service of the United States.. For- 
tunately they were not taken literally 
and were not followed. No women or 
children or helpless persons or non-com- 
batants or prisoners were put to death 
in pursuance of them. 


"An examination of the record and 


proceedings upon the trial of Major Wal- 
ler, which immediately proceeded that of 
Gen, 
Smith, shows that the instructions 


in question bore no relation to the acts 
for which Major Waller was trip.d, and 
were not alleged by him as justification 
for those acts.' 
•. 


Major 'Waller was tried for causing 


certain natives, who1 had acted as bearers 
or guides of one of his expeditions to be 
put to death for treachery .without pi o- 
per trials and he defended his action not 
upon the ground of any orders received 
from Gen. Smith, but upon the ground 
that as commanding officer he was justi- 
fied by the laws of war.' 


, 
' GEN. SMITE JUSTIFIED. 


;"Gen. Smith's written and; printed or- 


ders, and the actual conduct of military 
.operations in Samar 
were justified 
by 


the [history and conditions of the war- 
fare witji, the cruel and treacherous say- 
ages who inhabited the island, and their 


;entire,disregard of the laws of war; 


, were: wholly within the. , Jimitations 
of 


general order No. 100 of 1803; and were 
sustained by precedents of the. highest 
authority. 
Thus, in 1779, Washington 


ordered Gen. Sullivan, in the campaign 
against the six nations to seek the total 
destruction and devastation of their set- 
tlements. He wrote, 'but you will not 
by any means listen to overtures of 
peace before the total ruin of the settle- 
ments is effected. Our future security 
will be in their ability to injure us, the 
distance to which they are driven, and 
in the terror with which the severity of 
the chastisement they receive will 
spire them." The Fort Phil .Kearney 
massacre in 18G6., for base treachery, re- 
volting cruelty and the conditions of ser- 
ious clanger which followed it did not 
approach the massacre of Bolangiga in 
Samar in September, 1001. There 
the 


natives were treated with kindness and 
confidence, liberty and self-government 
had been given to them, Captain Con- 
nell, the American commander, vras of 
the same faith and had been worshiping 
in the same church with them. With all 
tho, assurance of friendship our 
men 


were seated 
at 
Uioir meal 'unarmed 


among an 
apparently peaceful 
and 


friendly community, when theyw,ere set 
upon from.behind and .butchered . and 
.their Bodies, when found by tlveir com- 
rades the next day, had been mutilated 
and treated with indescribable indigni- 
ties. Yet there was no such severity by 
American soldiers in Sanmr -as Gen. 
Sherman proposed toward the Sioux af- 
ter Fort Phil Kearney. "It is due, how- 
ever, to the good sense and self-restrain 
of Gen. Smith's subordinates and their 
regard for the laws of war, rather than 
to his own self-control and judgment, 
that his intemperate and 
unjustifiable 


verbal instructions were not followed, 
and that he is relieved from the indelible 
strain which would have resulted from a 
literal compliance with them, 


A SEVERE PUNISHMENT. 


Although the sentence imposed is ex- 


ceedingly light, it carries with it a.con- 
demnation which, for an 
officer of his 


rank and uge, is really a severe punish- 
ment. For this reason a'ncl for the fur- 
ther reason that Gen. Smith has served 
'his country long and faithfully, has ex- 
hibited high courage and good conduct 
in many 'battles; has been seriously 
wounded in the civil war and in the war 
•with Spain and is about concluding a 
long and honorable career as a faithful 
and loyal servant of his country, I rec- 
ommend that th e mild sentence imposed 
be confirmed. Should you approve tho 
findings and sentence of the court in ac- 
cordance with this strain, I feel bound to 
say further that in view of the findi'ngs 
and sentence, and of the evident infirmi- 
ties which have made it possible that 
the fncts found should exist, it is no 
longer for the interest of the service 
that Gen. Smith should continue to ex- 
ercise the command of his rank. His 
usefulness as an example, guide and con- 
trolling influence for the junior officers 
of the army is at an end and aa he is al- 
ready upwards of. 62 years of age, I rec- 
ommend that you exercise the discretion 
vested in you by law. and now retire:him 
from active service.

CHICAGO, July 16,—The association 


of railway managers, embracing every 
road which enters Chien^o, have issued 
the following signed statement: 


•'All of our old mc-ii, riot before on 


hand for work, reported at the freight 
houses at noon today and were put to 
work. No conference was hold with any 
committee or otherwise, since Tuesday, 
and no agreement was made with the 
union or with any committee. The men 
simply reported 
for 
work 
and 
they 


doubtless expect and will receive the pay 
offered July 1st, and which the railroad 
companies have been willing to pay all 
along." 
. 
' . . . 


After- ten ;days- of strife the Chicago 


freight handler*.'strike terminated today 
in an unqualified 'victory for the rail- 
roads. A -meeting of the strikers, pre- 
sided ovor by President Curfan, resulted 
in an almost unanimous vote to return 
to work, leaving the wage scale and oth- 
er questions for settlement between the 
men and their respective, roads. 


At the conclusion of the meeting the 


strikers went by hundreds to the ware- 
houses to apply for their old positions, 
and the teamsters who have remained 
out in sympathy again took up their 
reins. 
BV noon immense quantities of 


freight which had been held back for 
days were being rushed to the railroads, 
or taljen from warehouses -and , cars. 
Where stagnation had ruled commercial 
activity 
again reigned. Chicago 
mer- 


chants expressed unbounded relief at the 
termination of hostilities, but they were 
scarcely less happy than the men them- 
selves, although the strike is estimated 
to have cost"them $10,000,000, to say 
nothing of the trade that has been per- 
manently lost to them. 


The little hall where the meeting of 


the strikers took place was jammed to 
suffocation, and thousands were unable, 
to obtain entrance. It was a. brief meet- 
ing—only 
long enough 
for 
an angry 


speech by Curran, and the vote which 
followed. 
. - , - . . 


CHARGES BAD FAITH. 


"Men," said Curran, vwe came out like 


men; 
we have acted like men, and we 


should not go back like, sheep, but-there 
has been treachery in our camp. ' Yes- 
terday, when I was about to use the tel- 
ephone, the wire got crossed and I heard 
one of the members of our 
executive 


committee talking with a railroad man- 
ager. He was encouraging the manager 
to hold out, for -he told him that the 
strike was almost broken. That is a 
sample of the faith that hns been k«pt 
with me. The officials of the truck driv- 
ers' union have not kept faith, cither, 
and it seems useless to continue the light 
any longer. 
Shall we go back and ask 


for our old jobs" 


ALMOST UNANIMOUS. 


In this simple form the matter was 


put to a vote and almost immediately a 
great chorus of ayes bad brought to a 
peaceful end one of Chicago's most ser- 
ious and threatening labor situations. It 
is believed the roads generally will allow 
the truckers 17 cents an hour and minor 
concessions granted by "the' proposition 
of July 1. 


The proposition accepted by' the men 


•was in effect, the one given, to President 
Curran by the state board of arbitra- 
tion early in the day, although the prop- 
osition iniits proper form was not plac- 
ed before the men. 


NEWS HAILED WITH JOY. 


The railroad managers, when told of 


the vote to return to work, said that 
wherever possible the old men would be 
taken back. A small percentage of the 
new men, however, will be retained for a 
time at least. Nowhere was the news 
of the settlement received with more 
pleasure than at the warehouses where 
thousands of men gathered from other 
points of the various roads to take the 
places of strikers, were longing to re- 
turn-to their homes. They 'had been 
woll fed and given good sleeping quar- 
ters, bnt the big majority o'f them, be- 
ing accustomed,to the-comfort of their 
homes, were tired of "being herded. 


ALL CHICAGO IS ANXIOUS. 


"Will today see the end-of - the: disas- 


trous freight handlers''strike." Tins ques- 
tion was asked in the minds of thousands 
«f business men' this' morning an-' dall 
«yes were turned on .Wot«s'"haH'fwhere 
|fi»e; strikers were- to meet, duripg-the 


forenoon to'discuss the' sittiatioh. There 
was .much, doubt as to what -the strikers 
answer to the unspoken question would 
be/{Committees reported last night that 
agreements had been settled on'between 
the committees and the Laice; Shore and 
Michigan Southern, the Illinois Central, 
the'Nickel Plate'-and the Northwestern 
road. They said that the last named 
road had granted IT'/i cents to tmekera, 
but Assistant General Manager Aishton 
denied that any 
agreement 
had been 


readied. There 
were troubled 
minds 


over the situation as to the Illinois Cen- 
tral also for all remembered that several 
days ago a committee signed an agreu- 
inont with this road which was repudiat- 
ed tby the majority of the strikers. 


STORMY SESSION PREDICTED. 


Prospects were that the strikers' meet- 


ing would be a stormy one, for President 
Curran had declared determined opposi- 
tion to the agreements reached yester- 
day white on the other hand the men 
Were credited with a desire to accept the 
slightest concessions in order to return 
to "work. Should the strikers indorse the 
reported agreements, however, it was be- 
lieved by many that more than one clay 
would be required to settle affairs, for 
twenty roads remained to be reckoned 
with. 


Chief of Police O'Neill expressed relief 


that the wholesalers had agreed not to 
attempt to move freight till 2 p. in. 
The merchants had intended to make a 
determined 
effort to resume shipping 


this morning, but when a prospect of 
peace again appeared last night they de- 
cided to wait a little longer before tnk- 
jng action, which it was believed certain 
would precipitate violence. 


WINS CURRAN'S FAVOR, 


The following proposition^ which Pres- 


ident Curran said he was in favor of act- 
ing on, was presented this morning by 
Chairman Job of the state board of ar- 
bitration: 
To the Freight Handlers of Chicago: 


The-Illinois state board of arbit.rntipn, 


after a thorough investigation of. the 
present freight handlers' strike in Chica- 
go, and of the complications which have 
grown out-of that strike, recommends to 
the officers and members,of the five local 
unions of -the interior freight handlers' 
and warehousemen's union .of America 
that the in en return immediately to their 
respective places of employment and ap- 
ply for the positions held by them pre- 
vious to the strike. 


We further recommend that tho em- 


ployes of each of the several railroads 
appoint a committee to confer with the 
management of the railroads by which 
they arc employed for the purpose of ad- 
justing existing diiliculties." 


PICKETS CAUSE TROUBLE. 


One of the first developments of the 


day was the appearance of a swarm of 
pickets at one of tho freight houses of 
the Chicago & Northwestern, and the 
turning back of seven trucks sent there 
to 
remove 
freight. The teams 
were 


checked only after some turbulence. The 
emphatic instructions of President Young 
of the teamsters to work as usual this 
morning, was ignored by many of the 
teamsters. 


WH1TE.HEAD A GOOD LOSER 


Ts Calm in Defeat anrt Say* He Hns no Ke- 


fjrotn in Keg-arcl to Ills Candidacy. 


MADISON, Wis., July 16—Senator 


Whitehead has proved himself 
a good 


loser. He came in to attend the conven- 
tion to play a difficult part, that of the 
defeated candidate, and in nothing 
has 


he so clearly proved his strength as in 
the manner with which he has accepted 
his first serious political reverse. He 
has taken his bad luck with much the 
same calm-philosophy that would have 
been his in the event of a sweeping vic- 
tor}'. His headquarters in the parlor on 
the second door of the Park hotel were 
thronged all day. Many a delegate who 
belonged to the opposition dropped in to 
become acquainted. Although, to quote 
the words of one. of the followers of Gov. 
La Follctte from a northern county, in- 
terest did not exactly center around 
Senator Whitehead, it-did a good deal 
of hovering in that vicinity, 


"Well, I have made the run and t am

PARK CITY, Utah, July 16.—Two 


powder magazines at the 1/200 foot level 
of the Daly West mine exploded about 1 
o'clock this morning causing a. loss of 
life.that at present cannot be estimated 
nor even 
guessed at. At 4 o'clock 


twenty-seven men had been taken out of 
the mine dead, and several others had 
been recovered >in a -half-dazed condition. 
These wcne all brought out through 
lie 


Ontario mine shaft, which is a mile dis- 
tant from the. Daly West, in which .the 
explosion occurred. The 1/200, level 
of. 


the Daly West corresponds 'to and is 
connected by tunnel with the 600 level 
o f t h e Ontario.

In the Daly West mine' between" 1QO 


and 150 men were at Work. In the'On- 
tario were nearly 1UO, it is believed.

It is not known how many' "of these 


are dead/but the disaster extends''to the 
Ontario, as the noxious gases tha't' Ifave 
been let loose are known to: be-the" ;ea-iise 
of several of the deaths. Thi! pres'eiice 
of these gases leads many miners' to "be- 
lieve that the powder was burned, that 
the explosion, if one occurred, which, in 
the excited condition of the town it is 
impossible to ascertain with absolu'atc 
certainty, was not the chief cause of the 
disaster. There are two powder maga- 
zines at the 1,200 foot level of the Dnly 
West, one at each side of the shaft, with 
a capacity of one or two cars of powder 
each. A car of powder was added to the 
supply within the past few clays.

of the Ontario shaft. They arc:

As ;ui example of its 
awful force, it is told that two horses in 
the ore tunnel one and a half miles 
away, killed by it.

Women, an'd children are thronging to 


the Ontario shaft house, which is mid- 
way, between Park City and the Daly 
West. Nearly 
all of them have hus- 


bands or fathers in the mines and their 
grief is pitiable. All of the doctors in 
town, have gone to the miiip. They are 
doing what they can to resuscitate the 
unconscious fellows as they 
arc taken 


out, but it is difficult to obtain informa- 
tion down town as the telephone to the 
mine has stopped working. 


Members of a relief party 
who went

turned and fears are entertained of their 
safety. 


33 BODIES TAKEX OUT. 


SALT LAKE, July' 10,—A telephone 


message from Park City at 10 o'clock 
says that 33 bodies have been removed 
from the two mines. 


Officials of the Daly West state that 


only three more bodies are in the mine. 
Miners, however, assort that there are 
12 or 15 still unaccounted for. 


The fumes from the explosion. were 


overpowering and caused most of. the 
deaths.

'As 'between candidates Wall, Eose, 


Jones, Cunningham 
and 
P-ohmerieh, 


there should Tie but little question on the 
part 
of the Democratic experts as to 


which is the strongest man that might 
be named in their convention. Republi- 
cans, as a general rule, will refrain from 
assisting in any manner their Demo- 
cratic fellow citizens, despite the kindly 
aid extended by some fair-minded Demo- 
crats to one of the candidates on the 
Republican side, and therefore have no 
particular advice to give,. and indeed, 
.recognizing that most .likely,no advice is 
needed. But, anyhow, some words upon 
this subject are perhaps looked for and 
'the. Republican press in shedding any 
light, do so from a desire not to be too

and desire, to inflict their ideas upon an 
unwilling majority. 


In some respects Mayor Rose is the. 


strongest candidate and in others the 
•weakest. Rose appeals to the daring, to 
tho spirited and to the glamor of success 
in a. large city twice against a 
known 


• Republican majority. A .speaker with a 
.good measure of eloquence, he can im- 
•parfc a twist, so to speak, with most 
audiences and gain a good place in their 
esteem, but to a large class 
of people 


who are 
never carried away by such 


'things and who insist upon looking at 
•things in a 
different light, Rose is not 


'strong but weak. There are such men 
'as Jones, who more neutral in many 
things are yet stronger because not so 
much is known of them. Bohmerich is 
.a nmn of some good qualities and under 
some circumstances might command 
a 


united party, while ho is not big in the 
,sense oue might use towards a man like 
•Rose, yet is measureably safe. Ex-Sen- 
,ator Vilas is strong, for he is admittedly 
-a>ble, but when-it conies down to the pop- 
ular vote, well, tii.-i ex-senator is not, in 
it. What votes he would command bv 
Teason of his intellectual qualities would 
bo much more than oH'set by losses in 
his own party, for there is no use of 
denying in these latter days there, are 
thousands of voters attracted to one side 
and the other for various reasons, and 
this class of voters is to be found in 
every state. The. Republican majority 
in no state is so high but that within a 
very few years its ponderousne'ss has. 
been overthrown, and the great leaders 
of the party 
must appreciate the fact 


that party 
ties are not as they were 


thirty years ago; they must consider 
conditions as they present themselves. 
Men arc no longer driven at all, and if 
Bryan in his party realizes ail his stric- 
tures and commands that Democrats

tive's mind be deemed paramount and 
without amendment. To many people in 
view of the necessity for harmony and 
realizing no important matter can be 
carried through without deferring to the 
views of others, this proclamation will 
be held to be exceedingly unwise to say 
nothing of being all out of place. 


There were hopes Governor La. Follette 


in his pronounced victory, -would accept 
the advice of some of those who have 
been advocating his renomination. Such 
influential papers as the Oshkosh North- 
western and Wisconsin State Journal 
have not hesitated in making such sug- 
gestions as would tend to- allay the tu- 
mult, but the executive has, it seems, 
passed beyond any advice. 


No matter the importance of tax re- 


form, of primary election reform, it is 
a new departure in state politics that the 
return of a United States senator of the 
great breadth and width of Senator John 
C. Spooner should be predicated on is-

No tax reform or election reform will 


be ever brought about without the full- 
est discussion and from the plentitude of 
suggestions, the best that will secure for 
the people their every right as guarded 
against any manner of state built politi- 
cal legal machinery. 


Let us give the governor credit for 


earnestness, for ability,' but this does 
not at all excuse the means adopted by 
which alone if possible his way will be 
the only way and his plans subject to 
no amendments. The people of Wiscon- 
sin will object to any such proceedure as 
is threatened in this last circular, and 
will hold the return of John C. Spooner 
to' the United States senate must not 
be subject to thousands upon thousands 
of law-abiding citizens stultifying them- 
selves, and subject as to what a state 
convention does or does not do in purely 
state matters. 


There was harmony in sight. It was 


in the province of the governor to abide 
by the very general wish of the Wiscon- 
sin people and not confined either to any 
one political party, and permit his ad- 
herents in the state convention to rati- 
fy what is incontestibly the wishes of 
the people.

SO SOON FRACTURED, 


It is unfortunate that so soon ways 


and means have been found 
to violate 


the. oleomargarine law and yet keep 
within £he terms of the law. If 
there 


had been any method by which the law 
could have operated 
precisely as its 


friends 
intended for a period long 


enough to determine its successful 
or 


unsuccessful workings, it would certainly 
have been much better. It would have 
disapproved of the contentions of 
the 


supporters of an oleomargarine law, or 
it would have approved of them, and in 
either ease the country could then have 
had: light upon a subject now vigorously 
disputed. 


It seems the law commands that but- 


terine shall not be artificially colored 
and neither shall process 'butter or ren- 
ovated butter. But. it appears butterine 
can be colored a yellow shade without, 
in the opinion of the commissioner of 
internal revenue, subjecting the oleo 
manufacturer 
to the penalties of the 


law. 
An account of this very important 


matter says: 


'The commissioner of internal reve- 


nue, who is intrusted with the 
enforce- 


ment of the law, finds that he willT)c re- 
stricted to its letter, and that the.manu- 
facturers, by using natural 
vegetable 


products, can give, oleo a shade of yellow 
without subjecting their output to the 
prohibitive tax of 10 cents a pound im- 
posed upon oleo "artificially" colored in 
imitation of butter. One of the largest 
concerns in Chicago manufacturing oleo- 
margarine has struck another method of 
evading the law. Instead of giving their 
product a 'butter color by the use of veg- 
etables they intend to furnish with each 
package of the uneolored oleo a' little 
pellet, with instructions for using it. 
The housekeeper purchases ,the. uncol- 


ored oleo and receives the pellet, and in 
the quiet of her homeiide proceeds to 
give the oleo a,butter color. Palm oil, a 
pure vegetable oil, said to be more nu- 
tritious and cheaper than cotton seed oil, 
rich yellow in color, which will impart a 
•beautiful yellow to oleo, will probably 
be extensively used in giving it a butter- 
like color without enabling the commis- 
sioner of internal revenue to tax it 10 
cents a. pound. Commissioner 
Yerkes 


frankly confesses that he is unable to 
see -how he' can prevent the spirit of the 
law being violated. The law is clear and 
explicit ,and unless some "artificial" in- 
gredient is used to color the oleo he can 
only tax it one-fourth of a cent a 
pound." 


Thus is another example of laws fail- 


ing to accomplish the purpose of their 
framers. Perhaps the interests, that-se- 
cured the oleo legislation may succeed 
in preventing the wholesale violation of 
the law in the manner that is above in- 
dicated may be generally followed. It 
will not be the fault of the interests fav- 
oring this law if methods are not devised 
'by which the commissioner of internal 
revenue may be able to get a clearer 
light. 


THE PATH TO REFORM. 


Nothing can be truer than some re- 


forms are necessary that justice- and 
equity prevail, and among the 
reforms 


so necessary are those of securing from 
corporations having rights of eminent do- 
main their share of taxation. 
Most val- 


uable privileges go untaxed or else for 
very little, an dit is admitted at least 
Wisconsin can go as far as New York 
has gone in this respect without undue 
hardship upon the corporative interests. 
Another admitted reform lies in the di- 
rection of primary election reform, but 
to say that citizens are to be proscribed

It is right here where the troubles has

But this 
latter is wholly wrong in his assumption 
that this difference and desire to assist 
in the construction of a proper measure, 
and objections to provisions in, say the 
Stevens bill which, if law, would tend to 
create a vast, powerful state machine, is 
an assault upon his office as 
governor. 


Were it to be recognized in this sense all 
political parties would disintegrate and 
American liberties be indeed a mere 
parody. It has been recognized every- 
where, but lately in this state evidently, 
that important party measures -are en- 
titled to free debate and that opposition 
to opposition to details is no party dis- 
loyalty, 
otherwise executives 
would 


wield a powerful weapon, foreign to the 
spirit of American independence. 


Members of political parties certainly 


owe some duties to their party, but this 
duty is accompanied with the corallary 
that party leaders also owe some duty 
to each other. Again, if the 
party 


press can not discuss public measures 
with freedom that very political party 
is stultifying the principles that gave it 
birth. 


Tax reform will be brought about in 


due time, but it is not to be fashioned 
into shape by mere dictum. It will be 
the fruit of ripe minds and 
perfectly' 


free, discussion.

Republicans will con tin ae to talk 
of 


public issues, will continue to 
differ' 


perhaps on ways and means, • and 
most- 


assuredly they will within the party. 
If some chose to oppose objectionable 
measures, they will do so without im- 
periling their party standing. Wiscon- 
sin wants the best there is as regards 
reform laws, and this can only be se- 
cured by every citizen, as well as the ex- 
ecutive, retaining their self-respect. 


NO RIGHTS OF PRIVACY. 


A decision of the New York court of 


appeals 
says 
the 
law 
cannot in- 


terfere 
to 
protect 
privacy, 
that 


equity 
courts 
have 
no 
jurisdic- 


tion 
over 
photographers 
who 
use 


without consent and manufacturers who 
utilize pictures of young women for ad- 
vertising purposes. It seems the learned 
justices were bothered about the rights 
of privacy if carried to the extreme, that 
is men and women, young and old, if 
privacy rights be strictly insisted upon, 
there would be continual prosecutions' 
going on. There is certainly a rational 
ground to take In this matter 
as in 


every other, but law like other things, 
is at times carried to too fine a point, 
and it does seem that where a liquor 
firm uses 
a photograph 
of a pretty 


young girl getting the same from some 
photographer, for advertising his busi- 
ness, that the owner of the likeness, the 
girl herself, should have something to 
say about the use of her picture upon 
whisky and beer barrels, or in any other 
line of business. But the New York 
court says she has no right at all in her 
picture. Thus every citizen, male or fe- 
male, in whatever condition o.f life can- 
not help himself or herself if they find 
their picture being used in some adver- 
tising device, and must submit to the 
detestible cruelty of it all. 


The New York Tribune discusses this 


remarkable decision and says: "The de- 
mands of the advertising business were 
never so great as now, and the processes 
of pictorial reproductio'n never before so 
invited reckless and unscrupulous enter- 
prise of this sort. The art of photo- 
graphy has been so developed that pri- 
vate persons almost 
universally 
have 


their portraits niade without the slight- 
est thought of inviting public attention. 
A photograph is like a personal letter, 
and is entitled to similar protection. It 


ought to DC .possible fog the legislature 
to pass a law securing the right of pri- 
vacy in photographs, so drawn aa not to 
interfere'with reasonable •liberty and to 
avoid all the dangers which the court of 
appeals foresees from the establishment 
of a general principle. A definite enact- 
ment applying specifically to such cases 
as this, making a portrait the property 
of the person portrayed so far as rights 
of reproduction are concerned, Would an- 
swer the purpose. It would not be hard 
to limit this so that legitimate publica- 
tion of pictures of persons in pubac life 
could be safeguarded, and'the liberty of 
speech and the press to criticise and 
comment by picture or word on actors, in 
public affairs could be protected." 


CORNERS IN KECESSARIES OF LIFE. 


In view of the gigantic corners in cer- 


eals only too often proclaimed in our 
cities, it is idle for the legalized boards 
of trade to talk of bucket shops. The 
very rules of these immense gambling 
concerns, the modern board of trade or 
stock exchange, are the enabling: acts 
through which corners are alone made 
possible. 


The rules of the game are plainly set 


forth and unless complied with, there can 
be no gambjing. If the rules of these 
trade organizations did not ordain that 
only grains of alleged contract 
grade 


could.be delivered, there could not be 
any of these corners in the necessaries 
of lita our laws distinctly recognize. To 
a vast majority of people corn is' corn, 
as wheat is wheat,, but they will admit 
some corn, is better than othersras some 
wheat is more fit for certain puproses 
than some other sorts of wheat, and this 
is supposed to be the ground upon which 
boards of trade have formulated differ- 
ent grades, and which very provisions en- 
able men with no conscience and plenty 
of capital to corner any product dealt in 
on.the boards.: r' 
. 
; 


It has been suggested that all this 


scandal might easily be a, voided and'at; 
least much of the: scandal attending the 
ruination of so'ma-ny people silenced,'rf 
the stock and grain' boards, would take 
steps to forbid any 'cornering whatever off 
products. This remedy suggested is that 
when it is discovered a group of specula- 
tors have cornerW about all the 'avail-, 
able grade of any product, that good de- 
liveries be authorized of the next grade's 
below, but at a price or rather difference 
natural to the market and which price 
is easily determined from day by day. 
Again it might also be determined by 
law that whenever any man, Jet us say 
eitifien, because many women alao specu- 
late or need supplies, make oath that 
they are unable to purchase 
certain 


amounts of grain or products of any sort 
dealt in, of any particular grade for de- 
livery, that they be legally privileged to 
purchase the grain itself or product it- 
self and deliver;'that warehouse "receipts 
of any city being a legal delivery. The 
laws can be changed if the people really 
so desire that can prevent these scandal- 
ous corners in the necessaries of life. 


TEMPER IN THE SCHOOL, ROOM. 
One prominent educator in one of the 


numerous summer schools gave utter- 
ance to the idea that 
school teachers 


with tempers should be dismissed on be- 
ing found out. His '.belief is that when 
teachers permit themselves to be con- 
trolled by their dispositions, they'are 
no longer competent to teach if these,- 
dispositions are 'disclosed in infirmities, 
of mind that result in giving way ' to 
passion.

Bears had the whip hand and drove the 
"bulls from the support of the so-called 
July corner so sharply that prices of 
July corn broke 10 cents in the first hour 
of trade. 
Such antics of the yellow cer- 


eal after having reached the fancy price 
of 90 cents less than a fortnight ago 
caused all sorts of gossip, the principal 
tone of which was that the Gates crowd 
had been beaten and the much feared 
corner was broken, 
..All natural conditions and influences 
favored lower prices when the opening 
gong started business on the floor of the 
exchange. Almost perfect weather in the 
corn belt for the last four- days and more 
of it promised took all the gimp out of 
the bull following. After being influenc- 
ed to drop Oy3 cents yesterday on ex- 
ceptionally large receipts July corn could 
not withstand 827 cars of arrivals that 
showed, on the inspection sheets today. 
Private elevators that have been abetting 
the bears in the fight against the New 
lork bull clique turned out 11Q cars and 
50,000 bushels of contract corn today. 
This amounted to 414 cars and 50,000 
bushels of contract grade stuff on the 
market 
today. Yesterday's 
offerings 


were over half a million. With the last 
day for July deliveries still two days off 
both bears and bull argued that at this 
rate there would be enough corn forced 
on the market to break any corner. July 
options opened very weak and demoraliz- 
ed 1 to. 2 cents lower1 than yesterday's 
close at 80 to 7,0 cents. With one or two 
exceptions every fhict\iation was 1 cent 
away, from the last previous one. Sep- 


- tember options were weak, offerings in 


that future were free, and the general 
selling on the bearish sentiment preva- 
lent broke July to 74 cents in a few mp 
ments. There was a rally to 75 cents,

bulls threw up their hands and July shot 
on down to 70 cents. In the meantime 
September was weakening, selling from 
61 down to 60y4.

Woolens and cottons at 
tlie mills; and all .'goods sold by the 
yard and ,do;.vu to bicycle tires are 
carefully inspected for flaws and de- 


• fects'bf the minutest description. Such 
as are not up to the standard of merit 
placed thereon by' the house turning 
them out ore laid aside by the experts 
and classed as seconds. These are dis- 
posed of to the trade under this nama 
und lit a grcfltly reduced price as com- 
pared with the perfectly made article. 


"For iristauee,"let us take the case of 


infen's collars,- and especially tbe; high 
tui'upver collar. After beitig jfiundered 
they are' exainined for defects,-the 
most prominent of Avblcu i's a slight 
break in the lineii on'tbp in froiit'wbere 
they button. It'-'may -be scarcely per- 
ceptible, 'but it is enough to cause it; to 
be thrown aside,- and the name of tbo 
maker ls;not s^ainped tbereon, 'as would 
be the case if'it were perfect.

ofteu one of the buttonholes is eligtotfy 
torn..or there is a little scratch in the 
Jinen on the outer.side.

Some mills will have 
at tup end of the season thousands of 
these short ends.

rates. Usually they receive full value 
for their money.

"The loss to the manufacturers and 


the mills from seconds and short ehds 
makes ;4 big bole in the profits at the 
end: of the season, and this loss" is 
takep. into consideration in the whole- 
sale price asked for the perfect goods.
